The exigencies of politics and 
the hot weather made a combi¬ 
nation that the kickers of the 
minority in the Senate could not 
withstand, and the administra 
tion programme as to Cuban re¬ 
ciprocity and other legislation 
will be put through by republi 
cans. Early this week it looked 
as though the kickers would be 
Strong enough to bead off Cuban 
reciprocity. Eighteen of them 
met at the house of Senator El¬ 
kins and expressed their oppo 
si tion to Cuban reciprocity but 
it was aooh learned that less than 
half of them were last ditchers 
prepared to vote against Cuban 
reciprocity regardless of a party 
caucus or anything else. In fact 
a number of them let it be known 
that while personally opposed, 
they wonld not vote against 
Cuban reciprocity if it were 
only a party L measure. That 
settled the fate of the kickers, as 
only five of their votes were ne 
Denary to pass the reciprocity 
bill with republican votes and it 
is now only a question of ar¬ 
ranging to let them down as easy 
as possible. The passage of the 
bill is assured. 

The Cuban question is now be¬ 
fore the Senate and there is 
reason to believe that it will be 
settled within two weeks. The 
probabilities favor the passage 
of the Nicaragua bill, although 
it ia claimed by the opposition, 
which has united on the Spooner 
substitute, which directs the 
President to select the Panama 
route unless legal obstructions 
interpose, in which case the 
Nicaragua route shall be chosen, 
that they have a majority of the 
benate. There is a feeling of 
satisfaction over the probability 
of an early and definite settle¬ 
ment. 

It has been privately charged 
for some time that Gen. Miles 
was furnishing the anti adminis¬ 
tration Senators with informa¬ 
tion acquired in his official capa 
city, to use in attacking the 
Philippine policy or the adminis¬ 
tration, but Senator Beveridge 
virtually mad ethe charge open¬ 
ly on the floor of the Senate, 
when, past before the vote was 
taken on the Phillipine bill, 
which was passed by a vote of 
AH to 80, he asked Senator Cul¬ 
bertson who had presented tothe 
Senate copies of charges of cruel 
ty to Filipino prisoners against 
Lieut F. P. Arnold by Private 
Andrew K. Wier and a report of 
Capt. P. W, West, stating; that 


Save two Profits 


jSaUrly.
